“Togo opened his battle with his big guns 
and kept his torpedo fleet in the back- 
ground until night was drawing on. A 
Hight attack by torpedo boats is most ef- 
fective. The search lights from the Jap- 
anese fleet made marks of the big Russian 
ships and the torpedo boats of the Jap. 
anese were so numerous that they could 
not be found by the Russians. Rojestven- 
sky had but three destroyers and they 
were not enough to cope with the swarms 
that attacked them. 

“Torpedo boats have tubes fore and aft. 
The torpedoes, which are small submarine 
boats, have just a sufficient charge of 

wder behind them to lift them over the 

at into the water. There is an engine in 
the torpedo and the moment it strikes the 
water it is set in operation. There is a 
propeller and it begins to revolve rapidly 
and the torpedo starts off at a great speed 
in the direction it is sent. 
’ “Its depth is regulated by the marks- 
men. Sometimes they sink to a depth of 
14 feet and sometimes they are just below 
the surface. In the torpedo is a charge 
of 100 pounds of gun cotton, and when it 
strikes the side of a ship it explodes in- 
stantly, and it usually sinks the ship it 
strikes. 


Protection From Torpedoes.

The St. Paul 
had a green crew, but she was officered by 
experienced men. The officers directed the 
guns, and when the ‘Terror,’ that was the 
name of the Spanish torpedo boat, was 
three miles distant, a shot struck her and 
she was sent to the bottom. 

“The torpedo boat, in order to be dan- 
serous, must be within 500 yards of the 
ship she Intends to sink. 

“At Port Arthur the Russian ships were 
Surrounded by large steel nets. These will 
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protect the ship. The to 
the net and if it explodes there is not much 
danger, and in many instances they wiil 


not explode. But the great, unwieldy nets | 


destroy the speed of the vessel protected by 
them, and a ship carrying such a net can- 
not make more than three miles an hour. 
which makes them an easy mark for the 
big guns of the enemy. 

‘Torpedo boats are so fragile that if 
they strike an erercs they will shut up 
li kean accordion. recall FAs. in Naples 
au few years ago and seeing an Italian tor- 
pedo boat enter the harbor. She had slowed 
down and yet when she struck a barge she 
was hortened 40 feei in a flash and sank at 
once, 

The torpedo boats bring about a confu- 
sion in the enemy's fleet that causes it 
oftentimes to inflict as much damage as 
they do themselves. They get the big ships 
confused and in their maneuvers thev are 
likely to ram a vessel of their own fleet.”’ 


JAP VICTORY 


THAN FIRST REPORTED 


Fpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 30.—A _ report re- 
ceived at the Navy Department from a 
source which, while not official is regard- 
ed as perfectly reliable, states that Ad- 
miral Togo's victory is much more sweeping 
than was indicated by his official report. 

This report says that six of the eight 
Russian battleships and at least 10 of the 
13 torpedo-boat destroyers have been sunk! 
or captured. Admiral Togo reported the 
destruction of two battleships and three 
destroyers and the capture of two battle- 
ships and one destroyer. If the Navy De- 
partment’s tater information is _ correct, 
two more battleships have been put out of 
commission. It is supposed that one of 
these was Admiral Rojestvensky’s flagship, 
-which escaped the first disasters and prob- 
ably was overhauled as she was fleeing for 
Viadivostok. 

- ‘This later report is credited at the Navy 

Department, not on] yon account of its 
trustworthy source, but because it fits in 
with Admiral Togo’s report, which showed 
that his ships had scattered in pursuit of 
the Russians. It is regarded as quite 
probable that the news of the destruction 
or capture of some of the fugitives may 
have reached the shore through unoffi- 
cial, but none the less reliable, sources be- 
fore: it could be communicated by Admiral 
Togo. 

In .view of the vastly superior accuracy 
of the Japanese gun fire, it is considered 
probable that.all of the Russian ships were 
so badly crippled that their comparatively 
uninjured pursuers will be able to over 
haul them before they reach Vladivostok. 

For such of the ships as reach the haven 
for which they are being driven, there 
now can be no hope of escape. They 
would not constitute a force strong enough 
to essay a sortie against a blockading 
fleet. There would be nothing.for them to 
@o but to lie in the harbor and wait for 
Viadivostok to follow the fate of Port Ar- 
thur. Therefore, according to the strate- 
gista, the complete destruction of the Bal- 
tia fleet already has been accomplished. 


\ Fool the Japs a Little Bit. 


In their plan to stgal through. the Ko- 
yean straits the Russians fooled the Japa- 


/nese a bit and might have escaped them al- 


/ together had the Japanese scouts failed 


- 


in the slightest degree. . But they did not. 

Very early on Sunday morning Togo, 
with all his most powerful fighting. ships, 
was at Masampo, Korea, when wireless 
signals from his scouts between Tsu and 
Quelpart Islands annownced the approach 
of the Russian fleet in full force. A fow 
houre later the scouts reported that the 
Russians were not ascending the western 
channel, as had been anticipated, but that 
they were coming up the eastern channel, 
which caused surprise. 

The Russians came on and at 6 a. m. 
were between Goto Island and Quelpart 
Island, in double column, the _ cruiser 
Zemtohug leading the way. The battleships 
Boredino, Orel, Kniaz Sauvaroff, Alexan- 
der ITI, Osliabia, Sissoi Veliky, Navarin 
and Nicolai I were in the starboard column; 
the Admiral Nakhimoff, Admiral Oushtkoff, 
Admiral Seniavine, General Admiral 
Apraxine and the cruisers were in the port 
column. 

Admiral Togo immediately started at full 
speed around the north of Tsu Island and 
when he doubled the island he saw the 
Russian columns. He then brought a terrific 
fire to bear on the flank of the port column, 
and as the Russians fell into disorder, he 
forced them steadily east toward the Jap- 
anese coast, where they were attacked by 
every vessel that flew the Japanese flag. 
Repeated torpedo attacks were delivered, 
some of them with success. Togo’s own re- 
ports proved that the battle raged all day 
and that the results to the Russians were 
disastrous, but not conclusive. 

He gave Rojestvensky no rest at night, 
but attacked the battered ships with the 
torpedo flotilla. On Sunday Togo attacked 
again and relentlessly. The remaining Rus- 
sian vessels fied to the north. Togo pur- 
sued fiercely and is still on his enemy's 
heels. 

The Russians apparently supposed that 
the Japanese base was at the Pescadores, 
south of Formosa, as they carefully avoid- 
ed passing those islands, and pursued a 
roundabout course before entering Tsu 
Channel, 


Nebogatoff Loses Whole Squadron 


Rear Admiral Nebogatoff’s entire third 
Pacific squadron was vither captured or 
mink in the battle. Not one of his fighting 
ships escaped, and he himself is a prison-

er. He made a voyage of two months and 
twenty-four: days to reinforce Rojestven- 
sky's fleet, and after escaping the dangers 
of storms and without causing a single 
protest as to violations of neutrality, safely 
effected a junction with the fleet under 
Rojestvensky. 

Naval officers figure that the loss of his 
Squadron is due only to two possible causes 
—either he was taking desperate chances 
and bearing the brunt of the fighting or 
else his ships were obsolete and unseawor- 
thy and not in first-class condition, as has 
so often been reported. :

As this was the 
only battleship in his squadron, it is sup- 
posed that before going into battle he re- 
linquished command of the scout squad- 
ron to which he was assigned by Rovwst- 
vensky early in this month and resumed 
command of this squadron, as this battle- | 
ship is his flagship. 

The coast defense ironclads of his Seek: | 
Admirals Apraksine and Senavine, were 
captured after having run aground, and 
the Admiral Oushakoff was sunk. 

The armored crulser Vladimir Monomach 
was captured by the Japanese but flound- 
ered after capture. The squadron was not 
regarded by naval experts as being in par- 
ticularly fine condition. but it was admitted 
that. it would be a valuable adjunct to Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky’s fleet. 

After being refitted and put in as good 
condition as possible the squadron sailed 
from Libau on Feb. 16. 

Nebogatoff made the whole voyage with- 
out causing a complaint. 7 

Rojestvensky, who had command of the 
navy in the Pacific. divided his fleet, May 
18, giving Nebogatoff command of the light 
cruiser division, composed of the fast scout 
ships and converted merchantmen. For the 
past two or three weeks Nebogatoff has 
been directing the scouting. 

He is given much credit for taking. his 
squadron to the Far Bast by naval experts, 
who fuily expected to see some of his ships 
founder because of unseaworthiness. The 
greater part of his squadron consisted of 
old and obsolete warships, slow of speed 
and without the latest improvements. It 
was said when he sailed that the crews of 
the vessels were more inefficient than those 
furnished Rojestvensky’s fleet. 


Result Due Togo and Gunners. 


Friends of both Russia -and Japan at- 
tribute the amazing result of the greatest 
naval battle the world has ever known to 
the startegy of Togo, first of all; and 
after that to the accuracy of his gun fire 
and to the superior morale in the Japanese 
navy. 

Togo is proclaimed as one of the great- 
est naval strategists in history, if not the 
very greatest. -He fought the battle ac- 
cording to his own plans and he did not 
move until conditions were such that al] 
of his carefully laid plans could be ‘carried 
out to the letter. His strategy was more 
than a match for the superior force against 
him, and the overwhelming defeat of the 
flower of the Russian navy is attributed 
much more to the genius of the mighty 
Togo than to the ships under his command. 

iAmerican strategists do not doubt that 
Togo has taught them some new lessons 
in naval warfare, but they say details of 
the engagement must be received before 
they can profit by his experience, 

Champions of battleships and advocates 
of torpedo boats are both claiming that 
their arguments have been greatly 
strengthened by the battle, but neither side 
has any conclusive details on which to 
base its claims. The exponents of the 
torpedo boat insist that i is evident, from 
the very nature of the result that most 
of the Russian losses were inflicted in the 
torpedo boat attack under cover of dark- 
ness on Saturday night. 

The supporters of the battleship as the 
most powerful and important factor in 
rpaval warfare contend, on the other hand, 
that it is much more probable that the 
Japanese battleships stood off and ham- 
mered the Russians with their heavy 
guns, and that the result was due en- 
tirely to the superior marksmanship of 
the Japanese instead of to torpedoes. 

In all of the previous engagements the 
Japanese relied on the accuracy of their 
fire and stood off far enough to put them 
out of danger from the inferior marks- 
manship of the Russians. These tactics, 
the battleship adherents believe, have 
again been followed by Togo and with 
greater success than before. 


They think the Russians became panic- 
stricken under the accuracy of the fire, 
which was poured in on them, and that 
this contributed materially to the Japa- 
nese victory. They also point to the de- 
struction or capture of ten of the 13 Rus- 
sian torpedo boats as proof that the 
Mosquito craft did not play any impor- 
tant part in the battle. 

Conditions which would have favored a 
Japanese night attack by torpedo boats 
would also have favored the Russians, 
and it is impossible to believe, they say, 
that the little Russian boats would not 
have inflicted some damage at least while 
their own big ships were being blown up 
by Japanese torpedoes. 

Secretary Morton is convinced that the 
prestig® of the battleship has not suffered. 
In that belief, which is expressed in his 
statement to the Post-Dispatch, he voices 
the opinion of the President and some of 
the ablest strategists In the navy. Unless

There was amazement among naval of- 
ficers when Admiral Togo’s report of his 
sweeping victory was transmitted through 
the State Department. This was intensi- 
fled when the navy department received its 
own advices, telling of additional Russian 
disasters. 

The majority of American naval officers 
are Russian sympathizers. They were con- 


fident in the belief that even if Admiral 
Rojestvensky was not victorious he would 
inflict such serious damage on the Japa- 
nese as to leave the result of the battle in 
Woubt. They expected that enough of his 
ships would reach Viadivostok to constitute 
a prolonged menace to the Japanese. Even 
those officers who are most pronounced in 
their sympathy for Japan looked for no 
such decisive victory as that which Togo 
has won. They expected him to win, but 
at the loss of many %f his ships.

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Japanese Min- 
ister Takahira called at the White House 
last night and was with the President for 
an hour. just before he started for New 
York. Mr. Takahira would not talk of his 
visit, but there is every reason to believe 
that they discussed the peace proposals to 
be advanced by Mr. Roosevelt and the 
manner in which they shall be presented 
and when. 

It is believed that Mr. Takahira with- 
drew the terms on which Japan proposed 
peace through the President several months 
ago and substituted new and heavier de- 
mands. 

The President has all along counseled 
moderation in Japan’s demands and he 
probably repeated his advice in the direc- 
tion last night. It is believed that the 
President will not advance the Japanese 
proposals for several days. 

Before Togo wiped out the Baltic fleet 
Japan would have been satisfied with Rus- 
sia's withdrawal from Manchuria and the 
surrender of Port Arthur. Now she is like- 
ly to insist on a heavy cash indemnity. 
Bven Russia’s most optimistic friends 
among the army and navy experts now ad- 
mit that Japan is master of the situation 
and that whether Russia makes peace now 
or later the result will be the same, except 
that Javan’s demands will constantly in- 
crease. 

Viadivostok will now be invested by the 
Japanes, by sea and uand, and though it is 
more strongly fortified on the land side 
than was Port Arthur, it must eventually 
fall as did Port Arthur. In the meantime, 
if the war were to be continued, the Rus- 
sians would be driven out of Manchuria. 
Regardless of troubles at home, it is 
not thought Russia could handle enough 
men over the Siberian railroad to dis- 
lodge the Japanese, and under such con-

} the war indefinitely, and at much less ex- 
pense than Russia. With Vladivostok cap- 
tured, the Japanese warships would be 
free to go where they pleased, and could 
even sail up the Neva to bombard St. Pe- 
tersburg, fanciful and unlikely as the 
idea may seem. 

Russia will feel the effect of Togo's vic- 
tory most keenly, perhaps, in the demor- 
alization of. her finances. The last Rus- 
sian loan was placed with difficulty, and 
it is extremely improbable that she now 
could secure another large advance, even 
in France. The war cannot be continued 
without funds, and it is believed in the 
State Department and among the diplo- 
mats that Russia is close to, if not at the 
end of her finances, and therefore that 
peace is almost at hand. 


No Peace Says Cassini. 


Only at the Russian embassy is there a 
contradiction of the belief that peace is 
close at hand. Count Cassini repeated to- 
day as he had declared from the first, that 
there can be no peace until Russia has 
conquered Japan. He said he had no ad- 
vices from his Government regarding the 
nava! battle, but that the only effect of it 
would be, even presuming that the Japan- 
ese account of it was correct, to strengthen 
Rvssia in her determination to fight to the 
end and that in the end Russia would win. 

Mr. ‘T'akahira, the Japanese minister, 
said: ‘It seems that Japan has won an- 
other victury and a very decisive-one, but 
it is too early to give an opinion as to its 
effect on the war. We have heard nothing 
from St. Petersburg yet, and, of course, 
the attitude of the Russian government 
must decide whether the war will end 
within a few weeks or whether it will be 
prolonged for months.”’

ALL GUNS ON ENGLISH 
WARSHIPS OF SAME SIZE. 


New York World. 

LONDON, ~ .—A very important 
change in batticship armament is occupying 
the consideration of the Admiralty. 

For some time there has been a decided 
tendency to homogeneity in the artillery of 
battleships. The bore of the primary guns 
has gradually become smaller, and the bore 
of the secondary battery guns has grown 
correspondingly. Lord Charles Beresford 
some time ago said that the ideal arma- 
ment of a battleship was the smallest big 
gun and the biggest smal! gun possible. 

Thus England has descended from the 
16.2%-inch weapons of the Sans Pareil and 
Benbow, and the 13.6-inch pleces of the 
Admirals and Royal Sovereigns. to the 12- 
inch guns at present in use. 

On the other hand she has advanced from 
the 6-inch gry guns of the Majestics 
and Duncans to the 92-inch weapons of 
the Knng Edwards. 

The idea is that the time is now ripe for 
a further reduction in the bore of the main 
guns of the battleships and the abolition 
of secondary batteries altogether, the ship 
being armed throughout with the one type 
of weapon. 

This is rendered quite feasible by the 
manner in which the relative development 
of artillery penetration has outdistanced 
the increase in armor resistance. 

It is tearned that a gun of 10-inch bore 
and 60 calibers in length !s mentioned as 
the probably British naval weapon of the 
near future. Such a plece would have a 
muzzle velocity of certainly not less than 
300) feet per second, a prodigious range 
with comparatively flat trajectory and 
great penetrative power. At the same time 
the reduction In weight and mountings 
would enable 12 such weapons to be carried 
in battleships of the King Edward class,

Oapt. Melville J. Shaw, Naval Ex- 
pert, Praises Japanese Admiral 
for His Strategy. 


VALUE OF TORPEDO BOATS 


Blow to Russia Is Terrible and 
She Can Do No More Fight- 
ing on the Sea, 


Capt. Melville J. Shaw, who has been de- 
tailed by the Navy Department to have 
charge of the St. Louis recruiting office 
for the United States Marine Corps, says 
that the series of triumphs of Admiral Togo 
over the Russian arms constitute the 
greatest naval battles of modern history. 

Capt. Shaw, who is a graduate of the 
Naval Academy, and who is now a mem- 
ber of the Marine Corps, thas cruised on 
the Japan Sea and he is personally familiar 
with the waters where the great battle was 


fought. 

“I cannot see that there is anything in 
the report,” said Capt. Shaw, “regarding 
the condition under which the battle was 
fought that would give the Japanese the 
great advantage. I have read the published 
statements to the effect that for a while 
there Would be a dense fog, which would 
be suddenly dispelled, and then would ap- 
pear intense sunshine. and that the sea was 
choppy. These conditions may have pre- 
vailed. The same conditions might pre- 
vail in any waters. Even if they did I 
cannot see how the Japanese would profit 
by it any more than would the Russians. 


Togo’s Clever Strategy. 


“T am rather inclined to think the credit 
for the great victory should be given Ad- 


and for the strategy which he displayed all 
the way through. He kept in touch with 
the enemy, and so maneuvered as to have 


the battleground of his own choosing. 

‘He correctly estimated the strength of 
the enemy, and knew exactly what he 
could expect of his own auxiliaries and 
torpedo boats. He kept his heavy ships in 
the background and drew them into action 
the very moment they were needed. 

‘The Japanese regard it as the highest 
honor to dle for their country. Their 
courage is wonderful and their patriotism 
is unsurpassed. Every department of the 
Jepanese navy is thoroughly trained and 
the best of discipline is ever maintained. 
The morale of the Japanese navy is of the 
highest. 

“The torpedo boats and the men who 
manned them, and which opened the at- 
tack, were offered as a sacrifice. They did 
the work that was expected of them and 
left the great fleet of Togo practically in- 
tact. 

“Tf the reports of the battle be authentic 
then certain naval officers will have to re- 
vise their opinions of the effectiveness of 
the pro pga boats. It was Capt. Mahan 
who said an attack by torpedo boats need 
not be feared if resolutely met. But when 
a score of torpedo boats surround a battle- 
ship like wasps, and the projectiles are 
launched and charges of guncotton are 
sent against the ship’s sides, it is difficult 
to see how such an attack can be resolute- 


ly met. 


Value of Torpedo Boats. 


“It is my opinion that the torpedo boats 
have so effectively demonstrated their use- 
fulness in this greatest sea battle of mod- 
ern warfare that they will be more recog- 
nized in the future than in the past. 

“The victories of Admiral Togo unques- 
mre 5 ee him among the greatest he- 
roes o istory. His message that “Togo 
holds the strait’ is destined®*to become his- 
toric. It will occupy the same place in 
history as did Nelson’s famous utterance, 
‘England expects every man to do his 
duty,’ and Perry’s, ‘We have met the ene- 
my and they are ours.’ The brief message 
was modest, and is tyvical of the man. 

“The blow is a terrible one to Russia. 
It completes the destruction of her navy. 
There can be no more warfare of conse- 
quence on the water between these powers, 
for Russia has nothing with which to 
fight. She has a few ships remaining, but 
they cannot cope with the Japanese navy, 
flushed with its unparajleled__ victories. 
The Japanese demonstrated that they were 
superior in gun power. They handled their 
guns excellently. They are natural sea- 
men, 


Naval Battle Is Spectacular. 


“A battle on water is ever spectacular. 
The destruction wrought is indescribable. 
The war on water is over, but on land it 
may last indefinitely. The Japanese have 
plain sailing now and they can harass 
Russia at many points without danger of a 
blow in return. ‘Togo is the hero of the 
war. 

“Admiral Rojestvensky 
boldness in entering the Korean Straits. 
I think he would have stood a better 
chance to have remained in the open sea. 
It may be that he underestimated the 
prowess of the enemy. 

“T expected when the battle did take 
place that the Japanese would be the vio- 
tors. But I had no idea that so over- 
whelming a victory could _ be achieved, 
such great damage be inflicted on the 
enemy, and so little damage suffered by 
the Japanese. It shows one thing plainly, 
that the use of torpedoes is second only 
to the use of guns, and no navy has any 
advantage of the Japanese in the use. of 
the deadly torpedoes,”’

They ex- 
pect to make the journey in 2% days, leav- 
ing Portage, a town on the Wisconsin 
Kiver, June 26. The chums laugh at the 
suggestion of their friends that there is 
danger in attacking the strong current of 
the Father of Waters in the frail boat. 
St. Louis their destination. W. LE. 
Brown, father of Horace Brown, is 
equally sanguine that his son and com- 
panion will come back safe and sound: 
“T have raised Horace and Bennett, who is 
his cousin, to lead an active outdoor life,”’ 
he said. ‘‘We have camped out each sum- 
mer since they were babies and they 
learned to swim almost as soon as they 
could walk.

THE LIZARD, May 30.—The victorious 
Atlantie was saved by the Post- Dispatch 
and World correspondent from an inglo- 
rious reception upon her arrival] here. Ags 
it turned ont, she crossed the line amid 
the booming of guns, the’ bursting of rock- 
ets, screeching of whistles and the cheers 
of thousands of people lining the shore, 
The Atlantic established a new record, 
making the voyage from Sandy Hook to 
The Lizard in 12 days. The best previous 
record was made by the Dndymion from 
Sandy Hook to the Needles, 145 miles east 
of The Lizard, in as days 2 hours and 36 
minutes. 

The Atlantic, as shined. was first sighted 
by the New York World and Post-Dispatch 
correspondent as she was passing the Scil- 
ly Islands, 50 miles west of The Lizard, 
and word was immediately flashed to Fal- 
mouth. 

Had the wind held strong and true, 
nothing but the vigilance of the World and 
Post-Dispatch correspondent in picking up 
the Atlantic as she was passing the Scilly 
Islands would have prevented a very prob- 
able flasco. 

In Falmouth harbor the German cruiser 
Pfeil, the official mark boat, was lying 
placidly at anchor. Officers and crew were 


‘overcome with .ethargy, owing to the heat 


and humidity. They had made up their 
minds that Tuesday or even Wednesday 
would be ample time to get to the finish 
line. 

The correspondent had posted a lookout 
at the Scilly Islands, and at 10 o’clock word 
cameé from the lookout that the Atlantic 
was sighted at 9:57, with a light wind and 
moderate sea. 

Then there was indeed consternation On 
board the Pfell and the situation changed 
from lazy inactivity to one of mad haste. 
Men sprang to their posts and bustle and 
hurry reigned supreme, It was really a 
ridiculous situation, for it virtually be- 
came a race between the mark boat and the 
winning vacht as to which should reach 
the finishing line first. 

The Pfiel had steam and powerful en- 
gines on her side, as against the Atlantic’s 
sails, a fair wind and a favoring tide. The 
Pfeil managed to get under way by lL 
o'clock and many nautical sharps were in- 
clined to take a chance on the American 
schooner getting to the line ahead of her. 
However, the wind failed the sailing craft, 
and when, at 2 o'clock, the Pfeil arrived at 
the Lizard the yacht was not in sight.

FALMOUTH, May 3#.—The New York 
World and Post-Dispatch representative, 
who has returned from the Lizard, three 
miles west of which he left the Atlantio in 
the doldrums with her canvas hanging 
limp and the boat at a standstill but for 
the roll of a heavy swell which prevails 
off this coast, was able to interview Wilson 
Marshall, the owner of the victorious 
yacht. He said:

ity. 

The mammoth consumptive resort, or 
Traternal City, as it will henceforth be 
known, is today a fact. The site has been 
chosen. the Buildings are there, and the 
time which will be consumed in molding 
the material on hand into an enormous 
ganitarium can be measured in weeks. By 
next fall, when Fraternal City will be 
formally dedicated and opened, provisions 
will have been completed for the reception 
of 6000 patients, this number to be increased 
indefinitely as rapidly as funds are avail- 
able. 

‘This is made possible by the fact that 
in the delightful Rio Gallinas canyon, 
better known among health seekers as the 
Hot Springs canyon of New Mexico, the 

National Fraternal Sanitarium has today 
become possessed of 15 square miles of 
cultivated land at an average elevation of 
6000 feet, every acre of which meets the 
requirements of Fraternal City. In the 
center of the tract stand the palatial 
Montezuma Hotel and its accessories, 
erected recently bv the Santa Fe at a cost 
of $509,000. The hotel is of brick and stone, 
four stories high, and has %0 fully ap- 
pointed rooms and baths.

These 
camps are being erected at various eleva- 
tions for the purpose of siving each case 
treatment in the most favorable altitude. 
Accommodations will also be provided at 
the Montezuma Hotel and tn cottages for 
those whose lungs are not affected and 
who journey to ft'raternal Vity merely as 
companions of consumptives. 

The government of this unique communiiv 
is vested in a Board of Managers, com- 
posed of 15 representative men in the fra- 
ternal, religious and philanthropic worlds. 

The new community will be governed 
strictly on the municipal ownership plan, 
with profits accruing to no one. There 
cre no bonds to be unloaded on the public, 
or giittering investments exploited. Trade 
will be countenanced only to the extent 
of supplying the patients with the necessary 
conveniences—goods to be sold at cost. 
Whisky and cigarettes are under the ban. 
On the other hand, every possible outdoor 
amusement conducive to health and hap- 
piness will be provided gratis. Those who 
desire to work will have a chance at 
stock farming or at any of the numerous 
positions incidental to the operation of the 
sanitarium.

‘women have solved it with the same good 
sound judgment that led them to try their 
fortunes in the Northwest. 

Words of love, flattery, self-praise and 
the thousand and one wiles of the men 
who would marry ‘farms’ gain them noth- 
ing, yet they are not to be spurned with- 
out a hearing, for the fact still remains 
that even though they have acquired val- 
uable real estate, the young women are 
not averse to taking unto themselves hus- 
bands provided they can find good ones 
and satisfy themselves that they are not 
wanted merely for their money. 

This condition of affairs has given rise 
to the Bonesteel Matrimonial Club organ- 
ized by the much-sought-for young women, 
and it is confidentiy expected that, through 
the safeguards thrown out by the organ- 
ization, each fair member will have a pret- 
ty little romance and, in time, marry and 
live happy “ever after.’” By 
coincidence the ruling spirits in this unique 
club are Indiana girls. The officers are: 
President, Miss Ruth Partle, formerly of 
Frankfort, Ind.; vice-president, Miss Es- 
teHe Salle, formerly of Clymers, Ind.; sec- 
retary, Miss Ella Thompson, formerly of 
Indianapolis. 

The club is to be incorporated under the 
laws of South Dakota as a ‘“‘mutual pro- 
tection and benevolent institution,” and, 
according to its rules, before one can wed 
a member of the club, the applicant must 
serve an apprenticeship on the farm of the 
young woman he desires to marry, plowing, 
planting, tilling and harvesting her land 
for one season. This period of probation 
will determine his eligibility. 

Immediately after the land drawing, 
when the names of all the winners were 
published in the newspapers, with their 
home addresses, a mushroom crop of men 
willing to wed began correspondence with 
the women prize winners. The love-laden 
missives arrived by the basketful, but, in- 
stead of being a bore, the recipients found 
them interesting, as they varied widely in 
their character. Some were apparently 
frivolous, sent more as a joke than with 
any real intention of having them taken 
seriously. Others were plain business 
propositions, in which the writers said they 
knew that lone and unprotected women 
would have “‘rough furrows to plow’ aad 
that the masculine hand was moulded to 
do such work.

ters, which usually come from the pens of 
lovesick youth. These letters continued to 
come, but the young women did not really 
consider them seriously until they depart- 
ed to take up their residence on their 
farms. The women got together and the 
club was the result. 

Woe betide the man whose knowledge 
of farming is not the “real thing.” It is 
in this respect that he must keep himself 
in the lime-light, for he must not only 
know how to do farm work, but must be 
a good business manager and make a rec- 
ord as an economist. It will be a severe 


test, and the club expects that the af- 
fection of many a persistent suitor will 
wane before a month of his trial passes; 
and others will just as surely ‘fall down’’ 
on some important part of the work in 
an equally short time. Of course, the 
evenings may be devoted to wooing in the 
approved fashion, but, even if a man 
should be especially successful in that re- 
spect, it will be fatal for him to fail in 
the practical part. of the farm life. This 
feature will be passed upon by the club 
and the candidate's worthiness determined. 
He will be required to labor without cost 
as an ordinary farm laborer, doing what 
is required of such a laborer, follow ng the 
orders of the fair owner of the farm in 
those things she understands and teach- 
ing her the things she does not know. 

With the end of the = season will come 
the reckoning. Then ll the fair mem- 
bers of the organization ascertain what 
has been the yield per acre of the various 
crops tended; the good or bad judement 
shown in planting; the condition of the 
horses after a comes of hard work; wheth-

t in fields when no longer needed or put 
* places of shelter; what provision hes 
been made for the long winter in the way 
of meat and vegetables; also in the matter 
of fond for the stock and, most important 
of all, the sum deposited in the bank as 
the result of the season's work. It may 
be that the applicant will be subjected to 
an examination on his suggestions for the 
following season’s work, with a view of 
anne his knowledge of the use of ground 
and the sequence of crops; need of natural 
fertilizer and the like. 

Failing during the year of his apprentice- 
ship to demonstrate the qualities desired, 
as determined by the Investigating Com- 
mittee, the applicant may be blackballed 
on vote of the club. The members are 
pledged to abide by the decision thus ren- 
dered. The application for matrimonial 
bliss and a Rosebud Reservation farm so 
rejected has no recourse. He even forfeits 
any claim to wages for labor performed 
during his probation, and according to his 
agreement, must either leave Bonesteel or 
accept a second choice. By this it is meant 
that he may look with loving eyes on soine 
other fair land owner. and if she will con- 
sent, make a new application and serve an- 
other year of apprenticeship. It is not «x- 
pected that there will be many such cases 
on account of the general aversion of being 
second choices on the part of the young 
women and the improbability of the men 
a more than one year of such an or-

Cabinet Officer Says President 
Believes Russia Must Sue for 
Peace or Japan Will Hammer 
on Gates of St. Petersburg. 


NAVAL OFFICERS WERE 
SURPRISED AT RESULT. 


One-Sidedenss of the Fight Un- 
looked for by All Uncle Sam’s 
Sea Dogs, Except Fighting Bob 
Evans.

WASHINGTON, May 30.—‘It is the be- 
ginning of the end. I can see no other 
outcome than that Russia must sue for 
peace.”’ 

In these words Admiral Dewey, in com- 
menting on Admiral Togo’s victory and 
its probable effect, expressed the firm con- 
viction of the President. 

‘In our opinion the victory of the Japa- 
nese may be attributed to their training 
and preparedness,’ said Admiral Dewey. 
‘Doubtless the same spirit was exhibited 
that marked their assaults on Port Arthur. 
Such advises as we have would seem to 
show that the Japanese achieved their 
victory by hurling their torpedo boats 
against the Russians. 

“Still, we cannot ascribe their success 
to this alone. It is not to be supposed 
that the two Russian battleships reported 
captured would have surrendered to the 
torpedo boats alone. Admiral Togo's train- 
ing and preparedness throughout the fleet, 
I am convinced, is responsible for his vic- 
tory in the great naval engagement.”’ 


Russia Must Sue for Peace. 

A member of the cabinet also expressed 
the view of the President when he said: 
“If Russia does not sue for peace and se- 
cure it, Japan will be hammering at the 
doors of St. Petersburg next.” 

So strong is the President’s belief that 
Russia will not be only willing, but anxious 


|to end the war that he has prepared to 


exercise his good offices to that end when 
he considers that the time is opportune. He 
will make no move until the full report of 
the crushing blow administered by Togo 
has reached reached St. Petersburg ané 
the Czar has had time to fully realize the 
extent and meaning of the Russian de- 
feat. 

In expectation of a decisive victory on the 
sea, Japan recently intimated to Mr. 
Roosevelt that after the battle had been 
fought and won he would once more be 
invited to hold out the olive branch to 
Russia. ‘ 

The only thing which could interfere with 
this pian would be for Russia to open ne- 
gotiations directly with Japan, with con- 
tingency, that it would be surprising to 
many, is not entirely unexpected within 
the inner circles. 

Russia might prefer to negotiate for 
peace through France, but advances from 
Paris, though in line with Japanese de- 
sires, would not be well received at Tokio. 
for when the present war is over Japan 
will have a score to settle with France, on 
account of her assistance to the Russian 
fleet. 

A dispatch from Cincinnati says: “It ap- 
pears that the Japanese have won a very 
great victory,’’ said Secretary of War Taft. 
“But ft is always interesting to note 
how greatly subsequent events may differ 
from the first. After the excitement is 
over it will be found that there are a few 
Russians left, I warrant you.” 

About the Russian Ambassador's protest 
against his stopping at Yokohama en route 
to the Philippines, he said: 

“You see it is only the natural course 
to stop at Yokohama en route to the Phil- 
ippines. It is a regular point. I shal] not 
make the trip simply to visit the Mikado 
or any other officials of the Japanese na- 
tion. But on the way to the Philippines I 
shall call on the Japanese state and war 
officials to. pay my respects. I do not 
know that I shall see the Mikado. There 
is nothing arranged in that respect.’’ 


Preparedness the Thing, Says 
Andrews. 


Commander Andrews, a member of the 
naval general board, over which Admiral 
Dewey is president, said: 

“All the world Knows that the Russian 
was annihilated. It is a distinct surprise 
to me. I did not believe that there would 
be a general engagement. How the battle 
is fought is not known. Until we receive 
the detaile it will be impossible for us to 
tell what the great fight has taught the 
world in the matter of naval warfare. It 
is clear, however, that eternal prepared- 
ness on the part of the Japanese and the 
fact that they have engaged in gun prac- 
tice had its effect in this battle.”

Enforces Sunday Laws

“T Am Not Doing This toMake the 
Law Ridiculous,” He Says, “but 
Am Acting in Absolute Good 


Faith, I Intend to Prevent All 


Unnecessary Business on Sun- 
day in St. Charles. 


There is a quiet littl man out at St. 
Charles who has scooped the earth from 
under Gov. Folk in the lid business. Sher- 


| iff Wuldo T. Hines has gone into law en- 


forcement on a scale of thoroughness 
which Gov. Folk seems not to have 
dreamed of. He has outstripped the Gov- 
ernor and monopolized the limelight as the 
greatest lid artist in the country, 

He has made of St. Charles and 8t. 
Charles County the ‘‘tightest’’ place in 
these United States and it is probable that 
he will make it tighter yet. And the amaz- 
ing thing about it is that although St. 
Charles and the county are filled with peo- 
ple of decidedly wide-open inclinations, 
there is little complaint of the tightness. 

The explanation seems to be that com- 
plaint has been forestalled by American ad- 
mira*’on for a square deal, The thorough- 
ness of the iob commands respect. The 
absence of discrimination disarms critl- 
cism. As everything is under the one lid, 
there is much of the cheerfulness which 
even misery breéds when it has company. 

And Sheriff Hines says it is all in good 
faith and the condition is to continue as 
long as the Sunday closing laws are on the 
statute books or until the highest courts 
have construed how literally they are to be 
enforced, 

He déclates he is not carrying Sunday 
law enforcement to an extreme with ‘the 
object Of making it odious. He thinks that 
on the whole a tight Sunday fs better for 
the neople ih general than an open one, al- 
ways provided that the tightness is uni- 
form and not, tighter.on one class than an- 
other. 

But Sheriff, Hines would not have put the 
lid on St. Charles County of his own mo- 
tion. Sunday closing law 
wes not enforced generally in the State 
he would not have enforced it in St. 
Churles County. He enforced ft in all of 
its provisions because Gov. Folk called on 
hit to enforee it in one of its provisions 
ahd he was afraid he would get into trou- 
ble if he enforced it against one class and 
not against Another. 


Matter of Self-Preservation. 

Ife savs it is a matter of self-preserva- 
tion with him. 

The Governor demanded that he enforce 
the law against open saloons on Sunday. 
There was an implied intimation that if he 
dia not do so the Governor might take 
steps to disqualify him. Thére were other 
pfovisions concerning Sunday closing. If 
these were not enforced ‘he would “be ‘equa!l- 
ly vulnerable. He wae given to understand 
that if he enforced the law against the sa- 
loon keepers and not against other 
branches of business interested persons 
would take steps to disqualify him. 

As to the closing of the saloons on Sun- 
day, he would .be disqualified if he didn't 
und be disqualified if he did. 

lt may be that he cailed to mind the fa- 
mous dictum of Chief Obst of Belleville: 
“When I'm in doubt, I just @o my duty.” 

He talked to his lawyers about it and 
they told him that the omly safe course 
was to striclly enforce évery section of the 
statutes pertaining to Sunday observance. 

That meant thé stopping of everything 
except work of actual necessity. The 
Sheriff ran through the list of businéssés 
and occtpations which had been unre- 
etraitned -on Sunday. He decided that it 
wi : ner sary for milk wagons to make 
their rou because Si. Charles babies 
need fresh milk on Sunday, that restau- 
rant# were a neccasify because if they 
were not open sore persons would not be 


able to eat on Sunday, and that drug 


Stores might be open for the sale of medi- 
cines only.

Criticises Mountebank .Methods 
of Modern Church. 


Rev. William M. Jones, pastor of Hyde 
Park Congregational .Church, does not 
think very much of some of the ways that 
preachers try to win people to the church 
in the city. 

“In some instances,’’ he said in a paper 
before the Ministerial Alliance Monday, 
“God's temple in our day is not so much 
a den of thieves as a variety show with 
continuous performances. In trying to 
wmuse our dear people some of us have 


largely become a generation of religious 
mountebanks, régorting to religious leger- 
demain and sadiy neglecting @gvhat Patil 
calls ‘the foolishness of preaching.’ 

“We shall never reach the «wnchurched 
by driblets of charity by proxy, or send- 
ing missionary substitutes to the slums. 
They may use our soap and eat our soup, 
but many will spurn our Salvation. 

‘The church is an ark of safety for the 
needy, and while it is hospitable toward 
the rich it Is by preeminence the heaven- 
sent patrimony of the poor. 

“Ethical culture will not nourish a saint 
and will starve a sinner.’’ 

Rev. Jones does not think that there is a 
vast difference between the Rome over 
which Nero fiddled and the St. Louis of

been made sffPe the days of Nero, but he 
does not think that 8t. Louis is nearly 
so far ahead of Rome in mental, moral 
and spiritual things as it should be.

Improvement Very Slow.

In morals we are much 
the same as we have always been. The 
progress of which we boast is mostly ma- 
terial. Most of the sins committed in an- 
clent times are committed still. Some that 
were conventional and respectable then 
are illegal and shameful now, but they are 
committed, just the same.

DESPOTISM’S INEVITABLE DOWNFALL. 

The complete destruction of the Russian fleet, powerful in 
fighting capacity on paper, without serious damage to the 
Japanese squadron, recalls and gives significance to the state- 
ment of the Russian revolutionists that one-third of Rojest- 
vensky’s men were revolutionists pledged to assist in the de- 
struction of their own ships for the purpose of overthrowing the 
autocracy, and their prediction of the fleet’s annihilation. If the 
Russian Admiral was not betrayed by his own men, and this 
theory is strengthened by the reports of mutiny and the sur- 
render of undamaged ships, the outcome of the fight was the re- 
sult of panic and incapacity inconceivable in the forces of a civ- 
ilized nation accustomed to war. 

But whether the Russian Government was betrayed by its 
own sailors or was defeated by its own incapacity, its. worst en- 
emy, at home and abroad, ought to be satisfied to the full with 
its humiliating position. It occupies the extraordinary position 
of being without sympathy, not alone among the civilized peo- 
ples of the world, but among the masses of its own people. The 
war is recognized as the war of the Russian autocratic gov- 
ernment and not of the Russian people who are the victims. 
The Government and not the people is defeated, and the people, 


those who are capable of thinking at all, rejoice at the humiliat- 
ing disasters of the Government as necessary steps to the relief 


of the Russian. people from intolerable tyranny. The Czar’s 
Government: is going the inevitable way of all rotten despot- 
isms built upon popular ignorance and oppression. 

No matter what the decision of the Czar and his ministers, 
the war is over. The center of interest changes now from -the 
Orient to St. Petersburg, where the consequences are likely to 
be as epoch-making as in Asia. 

The only wise course open to the Czar is to call a council of 
the nation to deal with Russia’s problems and to reorganize 
the Government in harmony with popular aspirations. But was 
despotism ever actuated by the dictates of wisdom?

NEW YORK, May 30.—Peace and its 
prospects is discussed by the morning 
newspapers with a keener appreciation of 
its wisdom and necessity than with any 
hope of it being brought about. 

The World says that it has never doubt- 
ed the outcome of the meeting of the 
fleets and did not hesitate to predict with- 
out reservation the discomfiture of the 
Russian fleet. Today it asks: “Is it not 
time for the great powers now to stop 
this wasteful, willful, excuseless war? 
Why* permit the one-sided contest to con- 
tinue? The Czar’s ministers may have 
silenced their own people. The voice of 
the nations they must heed.’’ 


“It is demonstrated that Japan is the 
military superior of Russia on both sea 
and land,” says the Sun. “Japan has won 
the war. Is there another European power 
which would have done better than Russia, 
unless Great Britain, with its vast naval 
preponderance? 

“When Japan has gone ahead in its de- 
velcpment under the impetus of present 
victory, may not the time come, and in no 
distant period, when even Great Britain 
will be distanced? 

“How about ourselves? 

“The naval battle of Sunday and Satur- 
day may change the whole course of civili- 
zation during the twentieth century.” 


“There is a definite pathos in this de- 
feat of Rojestvensky, apart from its bear- 
ing on the exterior policies of the world,”’ 
says the Herald. ‘This defeated Admiral 
surely deserves a tribute of admiration 
for the skill with which he carried his 
fleet up to the supreme moment. Whether 
the chosen road to his objective at Viadi- 
vostok was well or ill chosen must await 
fwture judgment. It has been believed

“We have recalled Trafalgar. Between 
the two battles there are striking resem- 
blances.

A wind blowing at this rate is a phe- 
nomenon with which the Weather Bureaus 
had little to do until the Galveston storm, 
but at this tremendous velocity the wind 
simply picked up the waters of the Gulf 
of Mexico and hurled them over the island 
city, dealing out death and destruction 
until its mighty force had been spent. 

Such a wind blowing f8r two hours over 
New York or any other city would have 
done as much and probably a great deal 
more damage than was done at Galveston, 
but the chances are that it will never 
again be duplicated. That a wind of such 
velocity is possible has been proved in vir- 
tue of its having occurred at Galveston: 
still, its duplication is so remote a possi- 
bility that the Weather Bureau of Wash- 
ington has designated the storm .2f Sep- 
tember 8, 1900, as a freak.

the future, for a great sea wall, as solid 
as the wall of China and Infinitely more 
useful., has been.built around her three 
open’ sides, and as it stands it is :epre- 
sentative of the characteristic engineering 
achievements for which the present time 
is noted. 

The engineers who were chosen to decide 
upon some safeguard recommended a wall 
extending from a connection with rhe 
Government jetties at avenue A and Sixth 
street, running south and southwest 
around the cfty to Thirty-ninth street. 
The wall‘is a little over three miles in 
the top and 17 feet high above mean icw 
tide. 

The foundation of the wall rests upcn 
four rows of round piling 12 inches in di- 
ameter and driven 4 feet apart into the 
ground and 44 feet down into the clay. 
There is also a row of sheet piling just in- 
side the outside row of round piling, driven 
into the ground 26 feet below mean low 
tide to prevent undermining. There is also 
an apron 27 feet wide by 4 feet thick ex- 
tending seaward in front of the wall, com- 
posed of solid granite blocks, as a further 
protection in case of storms and undermin- 
ine currents. 

The wall proper is composed_of solid con- 
crete made of crushed granite from Gran- 
ite Mountain, Texas; sand from San Jacin-
